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GRANTS FOR LATIN AMERICAN STUDIES 


Research in the social sciences and humanities as these are related to Latin 
America is being encouraged by a new program of grants being offered under 
the auspices of a Joint Committee on Latin American Studies, recently 
appointed by the American Council of Learned Societies and the Social Science 
Research Council. The members of the Committee are Sanford A. Mosk 
(economics), University of California at Berkeley, chairman; Frederick B. 
Agard (linguistics), Cornell University; Robert N. Burr (history), University 
of California at Los Angeles; Henry P. de Vries (law), Columbia University; 
Lincoln Gordon (international economic relations), Harvard University; 
Irving A. Leonard (Spanish American literature and history), University of 
Michigan; Charles Wagley (anthropology), Columbia University; and Robert 
Wauchope (anthropology), Tulane University. 

This program is being initiated for a three-year period, with applications 
first being received in 1959-1960. It has been made possible by the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York and is to be administered by the Social Science 
Research Council. The program provides for awards ranging from relatively 
small grants-in-aid of research to larger grants which will provide for main- 
tenance in lieu of salary and travel expenses for field research in Latin American 
countries. Applications are invited in all the humanistic and social science 
disciplines. Qualifications include possession of the Ph.D. degree or its 
equivalent and citizenship or permanent residence in the United States or 
Canada. Eligibility extends both to scholars who have already specialized in 
Latin American studies and to others of established competence in their 
disciplines who wish to equip themselves for research in this area. Special 
consideration will be given to younger scholars who have had little opportunity 
for Latin American field work and to those from institutions that lack funds 
for Latin American research. Emphasis will be placed on research relating 
to postindependence and contemporary developments in any of the Latin 
American countries, and proposals for research on Brazil will receive particular 
attention. 

Requests for additional information and for application forms should 
be addressed to the Social Science Research Council, 230 Park Avenue, New 
York 17, New York. These should indicate briefly the nature of the proposed 
research and the approximate amount of financial support required. 

Applications for grants for research to be undertaken in 1960 must be 
filed not later than January 4, 1960 on forms supplied by the SSRC. Awards 
will be announced on or about March 15, 1960. 


ACLS interest in Latin American Studies has had a long history. As 
early as 1932 it had appointed a provisional Committee on Latin American 
Studies which had as its primary concerns cultural history, literature, and art. 
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Within three years the Committee had held a conference, organized itself 
on a permanent basis, and laid the groundwork for an annual bulletin of 
Latin American studies. In 1936 it succeeded in launching the Handbook of 
Latin American Studies, an annually published guide to materials appearing 
during the preceding year. By 1942 the Committee had come under the joint 
sponsorship of the ACLS, the SSRC, and the National Research Council. It 
continued publication of the Handbook, stimulated the development of research 
and personnel in the Latin American field, and, during the war years, advised 
and assisted a number of government agencies. When the subvention 
supporting the Committee ceased, several new university centers of Latin 
American studies had been organized, but no national agency had been formed 
for the collaboration of persons or institutions concerned with the development 
of the field. 

In 1958 the ACLS, responding to scholarly initiative, sponsored two 
conferences concerned with Latin American studies as they are reflected in 
several disciplines. From the discussions at these conferences it was evident 
that scholars in the humanities and social sciences would welcome the organ- 
ization of a new joint committee which would further develop these studies and 
administer a program of grants for field research if funds for its support 
could be obtained. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND GRANTS 


For some years an issue of the Newsletter has been devoted annually 
to a listing of fellowship and grant opportunities in the humanities, social 
sciences, and creative arts. We are following the custom again with this 
number. In the past this activity has been warmly welcomed, but recent 
directories and other listings may have made it superfluous.

AMERICAN ACADEMY OF ARTS AND ScIENCES: Grants-in-aid of scientific 
research, including the social sciences. In general the several fund com- 
mittees favor the support of individuals over that of organizations, 
although grants are permissible to public or private associations, societies, 
or institutions. Special consideration will be given to projects on new 
frontiers of science, those that lie between or include two or more of the 
classical fields, and those proposed by investigators who may be on the 
threshold of investigational careers or are handicapped by inadequatt 
resources and facilities. Although grants-in-aid normally do not exc

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AMERICAN ACADEMY IN Rome: Rome Prize Fellowships, awarded for one year 


with a possibility of renewal, for mature students and artists capable of 
independent work in architecture, landscape architecture, musical com- 
position, painting, sculpture, history of art, and classical studies. Although 
there is no age limit, the Academy favors young persons of outstanding 
talent when such candidates apply. The fellowships carry a stipend of 
$3,000 a year, divided as follows: stipend $1,750, round trip transporta- 
tion between New York and Rome $600, studio supplies $150, European 
travel $500, and in addition free residence and studio at the Academy. 
A senior research fellowship, offered only in classical studies, carries $4,000 
a year, free study and residence at the Academy. Closing date for 
applications and submission of work, December 31.

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITY WoMEN: National Fellowships, forty 


in number, are open to American women who already hold the doctorate 
or who will have fulfilled all the requirements for the doctorate, except 
the dissertation, by the time the fellowship year begins (July 1). 
These fellowships vary in stipend from $2,000 to $4,000 and are 
unrestricted as to field and place of study. Closing date, December 1. 

International Fellowships are open to women for study and research 
in unrestricted fields in any country other than that of the recipient. 
These awards carry a stipend of $2,000 a year. The minimum require- 
ment is that the candidate must have completed residence requirements 
for the doctorate before the fellowship year begins on July 1. Closing 
date, December 1.

AMERICAN CouNciL oF LEARNED SocretiEs: Fellowships to provide oppor- 


tunities for younger scholars to pursue research projects in the humanities 
or to extend their competences by intensive study in a field or fields 
related to their area of special interest. A candidate must have demon- 
strated a high degree of scholarly competence in a specialty within the 
humanistic area of learning or must have a program with humanistic 
emphasis in the social or natural sciences. The doctorate or its equivalent 
is required, and awards have an age limit of 45 as of October 30 of the 
year of application. Awards will be granted for suitable programs of 
research or study calling for at least six months of full-time work. 
The amount of the award will vary according to individual need but 
will not exceed $7,000. The awards are primarily for the provision 
of free time, although amounts for travel to gain access to materials 
(including personal maintenance), for clerical or research assistance, or 


for reproduction of materials will be allowed. Closing date, October 30. 
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Grants-in-Aid to provide funds for significant humanistic research. 
Grants are to be used exclusively for research and for necessary expenses 
of the individual scholar connected with his research: travel necessary to 
gain access to materials (including personal maintenance), research or 
clerical assistance, reproduction of materials. A grant may be used to 
avoid the necessity of teaching beyond the normal academic year, but not 
for relief from regular duties. The applicant will be asked to demon- 
strate the importance of the project to his field. Two or three grants 
are made annually for partial assistance toward publication, but only 
scholars whose manuscripts have been officially accepted for publication 
may apply. The tenure of the grant is within one year, commencing with 
the date of the award. The stipend is not to exceed $2,000. Closing 
dates, October 15 and February 15. 

Grants for Research on Asia to provide opportunities for research in 
the humanities and social sciences relating to East Asia, South Asia, and 
Southeast Asia. Polynesia, Melanesia, and Micronesia are not included. 
Grants may range from relatively small sums for domestic travel, analysis 
of data, research assistance, and maintenance for periods of from three 
to six months to amounts sufficient for a year’s research, including, if 
necessary, travel abroad of dependents and maintenance in lieu of salary. 
Application may be made for funds to supplement sabbatical salaries or 
awards from other sources. Tenure is during the year following 
acceptance of the award. A candidate must be a mature scholar who has 
already made a significant contribution to Asian studies or who has 
established competence in a social science or humanistic field and wishes 
to equip himself for research on Asian problems. Subsidies for publication 
are not available, nor, except in extraordinary circumstances, can the costs 
of travel to Asia for field research for periods of less than six months be 
provided. Closing date, November 1. 

Grants for Summer Study in Linguistics to further the training of, 
or to attract into the study of linguistic science, younger scholars of 
high competence and to enhance the scientific training of language 
teachers, especially that of teachers of English as a foreign language 
abroad. It is anticipated that during the summer of 1960 these grants 
will be used for attendance at the Summer Institute sponsored by the 
Linguistic Society of America at the University of Texas or at other 
institutions where a wide summer offering of theoretical and applied 
linguistics is to be available. The A.B. degree is a minimum requirement, 
but students who are expecting to receive this degree in June are eligible. 
Applications are solicited from: (1) present or prospective language 
teachers, especially of English as a foreign language abroad, who wish to 
strengthen their professional training by work in linguistics and in the 
application of linguistics to language teaching; (2) students in linguistics 
or related fields who wish to supplement the offerings of their home 
institutions; (3) others whose activities make the study of linguistic 
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science especially pertinent or necessary. Grants are not made for the 
study of specific foreign languages, except as part of overall linguistic 
programs. Stipends will be based on need and will be for university fees 
and tuition, subsistence, travel in the continental United States or Canada, 
and other essential costs.

The fellowships have a maximum term of one year and are not renewable. 
It is hoped, however, that having attained some fluency in spoken Chinese 
fellowship holders may find other sources of support to keep them in the 
field for a second year of experience and research. 

Applicants must be citizens or, if aliens, permanent residents of the 
United States or Canada. They must be candidates who have completed 
all the requirements for the doctorate other than the dissertation or 
post-doctoral scholars. Selection will be made on the basis of advancement 
in knowledge of the Chinese language; knowledge of Chinese society and 
culture; demonstrated ability in a specific discipline at the graduate level;
